the health officer, Mr. Swauder.

called to the brewery a few minutes 
before.

during the month and 344 stands. Of 
these 188 were of vegetables, etc. 
The 


city was in a fair sanitary condition. 
Ten dead animals were buried. During 
the mouth there were three oases of 
diphtheria. 
All cases have been dis- 


charged. There were thirty deaths in 
the city. This is an average of two 
persons per thousand per month and 
twenty per thousand per year. 


Oity Physician Rardin reported that 


the amount of sickness during March 
was no more than during corresponding 
months of other years. 
There were a 


number of cases of pneumonia to look 
aftej. 
This is usually the case in 


March. 
He made forty-sis visits to 


the poor and wrote thirty-five prescrip- 
tions. 


The schedule was read and approved. 
The salaries of the various offices

Shooting of Rivera. 


PRESIDENT ASKED TO PKOTEST. 


The Cnban Question Wat Discussed In a 


Uvely Jlauncr— The Allen Ilesolution 
Declaring Aeainst the Trial of tlie In- 
•urgent General by a Drumhead Court- 
martial Is Adopted. 
Washington, April 6.—The senate by 


unanimous vote adopted a resolution 
reciting the reports that General Ruiz 
Rivera, the Cuban commander, is 
about to be -tried by drumhead court- 
martial and shot, and expressing the 
judgment of the senate that if these 
reports are true the president of the 
United States should protest to 
the 


Spanish government against such a 
violation of the rules of civilized war- 
fare. 


This resolution becomes effective as 


a measure of advice to the president 
immediately. 


Although opposition was withdrawn 


on the final vote there was spirited op- 
position in the early stages of the, de- 
bate, and a test vote on the compara- 
tive Cuban and anti-Cuban sentiment 
in the senate. The test occurred on a 
motion to refer the resolution to the 
committee on foreign relations. 


<Mr. Hale (Rep., Me.), who has been 


prominently identified with the oppo- 
sition to Cuban resolutions, made the 
motion to refer, and it was supported 
by Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts, another 
prominent figure in the opposition to 
Cuban resolutions. The debate was 
very spirited, and at times quite per- 
sonal, Mr. Allen of Nebraska and Mr. 
Gallinger of New Hampshire clashing 
with Mr. Hoar. The Hale motion to 
refer was defeated—21 to 27—and the 
resolution adopted—44 to 0. Mr. Hoar 
and Mr. Hale refrained from voting. 


Another Cuban resolution comes up 


soon, that of Mr. Morgan of Alalbama, 
declaring that a state of war exists in 
Cuba and recognizing both parties as 
belligerents.

In the rich valley 
and on the graziugUauds of southwest 
Virginia, ill parts of Georgia and in the 
7jlue grass region of Tennessee farming 
pays fairly, owing to the greater thrift 
of the inhabitants and to tie fertility of 
the soil, but, on the whole, the progress 
of the new south, like that of the rest of 
the country, certainly has not taken this 
direction.
